Pursuant to the Order of September IS, 2004, the case is deemed submitted on the record 

unless the Attorney General submits testimony, submits a schedule upon which testimony is to 

be submitted, or unless a party requests an informal conference or a hearing within 20 days of the 

Order. 

The Attorney General will not be submitting testimony, but nevertheless believes this 

matter to be of sufficient importance to require comment. Comment might be made by way of an 

informal conference, but only a summary form of that comment would appear in the record in 

accord with the practice of submitting a summation of the informal conference only. A hearing 

would require enormous administrative output simply to receive comment. Therefore, the 

Attorney General asks the Commission to allow further proceedings in this matter by way of 

comment in lieu of testimony, a hearing, or an informal conference and to establish a date upon 

which comment shall be filed.
